ClDCT Wipe off or clean the glass thoroughly before starting. 

Be sure that the glass is flat and level on the table. 
If possible use a large piece of felt under the glass. 

^FCOND Dip the wheel in a light body motor oil, not tur- 
jcvvni/ pentine. A mixture of one part motor oil and 
one part kerosene is ideal. 

THIRD Place the cutter between the first and second fingers, 
i niiu/ thumb on underside of handle (see illustration). 

FOURTH start the wheel on the far side of the sheet of 
glass from you O/s" from far edge)—hold your 
cutter erect so that the wheel will revolve easily, make a 
straight, even stroke. The cut must be made continuous 
across the whole surface or the glass will run to one side. 

CICTU Press just hard enough to make a fine hair line on 
the glass. If you press too hard the glass will flake 
or burn—this is wrong. 

SIXTH Run tbe cutter whee l entirely across the glass (allow 
—— your cutting wheel to drop off the pane). 

SEVENTH Use straight edge (brass or wood edge rule) 
■ ——— • when available, making allowance for '/ 2 width 

of cutter head when measuring. 

EIGHTH To break the glass hold the pane firmly between 
the first finger and thumb with both hands (side 
nearest to youi) give the glass a slight bend and it will break 
or “run" the entire length of the cut. (Alternate method— 
Place end of the cutter handle or wooden match stick under 
end of cut on side towards you and press down on glass each 
side of cut with thumb). For breaking off narrow strips use 
the breaker in the head of the cutter (there are different size 


breakers for each thickness of glass.) For breaking plate or 
heavy glass use RED DEVIL Glass Pliers, taking pliers up to 
within Zb" of the cut. 

Tapping the glass gently under the cut will make the glass run 
or part easier. Always break the glass immediately after cut¬ 
ting as once the cut gets “cold" the glass will not part readily. 


NOTES—Do not hold the cutter too firmly. Allow It to rest 
on the thumb and press gently with the first two fingers on 
top, until you have pressed sufficiently hard to make a fine 
hair line. 

A glass tool is a precision tool and needs lubrication to work 
smoothly but do not use turpentine as this will gum up the 
wheel and axle. 

In order to avoid wobbling of the wheel, good glass cutters are 
made with a very narrow and deep slot and any sticky sub¬ 
stance getting into this slot rapidly stops the wheel from turn¬ 
ing freely. This deep slot acts as an oil reservoir and all 
RED DEVIL Glass Cutters are pregreased in this reservoir. 
This eliminates any necessity of felt wicks or other reservoirs 
and the RED DEVIL cutter will last almost indefinitely with¬ 
out reoiling. 

A clean 1/32 gallon paint can with cotton or rag in the bottom 
and just enough light oil in the bottom to cover the cutter 
wheels makes a very fine permanent holder for your cutters 
when not in use. 

As glass varies in hardness (polished, plate, etc., is soft; opal¬ 
escent, vitrolite and many window glasses are hard) it is best 
to use a special cutter for softer glass. A RED DEVIL No. 
024 or 023 that has been used or broken in is ideal for use on 
plate.

HOW TO GUT CIRCLES 

After making a clean, even cut with one of the RED DEVIL Circle Cutters, use a RED DEVIL 
glass cutter as explained above to make straight-cuts similar to those illustrated to the right. 
No straight-cut should meet the circle-cut at angles greater than 23 degrees or of course run 
into the circle. Using the breaker notches in the RED DEVIL to remove the piece. Tapping 
glass under the cut until the light cracks through to the cut will insure against breaking in 
the wrong place. 

Break pieces, starting from, for example, at the upper right corner and continue counter¬ 
clockwise until all “A" cuts are broken off—then follow with the first “B" section and continue 
in the same way.

These are some of the usual questions asked by a user of an electric fencer. This information is well 
worth a dealer's time to read as a matter of information. Remember too, RED DEVIL Fencers are 
sold complete (without batteries) even to necessary screws. A RED DEVIL is thus easier to install, 
is fool proof, and operates perfectly. Line troubles should not occur if the simple instructions are 

followed. 


"WATCH THAT LINE’ 


should be the slogan of every owner of 
----- an electric fencer. Most troubles are 

caused by grounded wires. When any fence is completely shorted or grounded, 
you will not be able to feel any shock impulses—and of course, it is then 
ineffective as a fence. However, in testing a fence for impulses, be sure you 
have a good ground contact for your body. Gloves, rubber boots, dry, sanay 
top-soil will weaken the shock. Grasp the wire with one bare hand, and a 
post, a weed or damp ground with the other. The following simple rules tell 
you what to watch in order ta avoid trouble, and what to check in case your 
fencer fails to work. 



Tuf pATTCDY should give 3 to 4 months’ service, 
InC DM I I Civ I un | ess f en ce wire becomes grounded. 
Don’t wait ’til your battery is run down before it is given 
attention. Check it occasionally, then when it gets near 
the end of its life, get a new battery and have it on hand 
for immediate installation when needed. In case of trouble, 
check all battery connections.

INSULATORS. 


When erecting your fence, do 
not use the common type of 
split insulators used in house wiring. They are more 
easily broken than a one-piece insulator, and have 
a tendency to loosen and drop the wire, thus creating 

a short. Use the No. 60 insulator as illustrated. -' 

Stretch the wire tightly, fasten it securely to the insulator and take care that 
wires do not touch any moisture-absorbing material, wood or steel post. Use 
only the best porcelain insulators. Never use rubber hose, inner tubes or bottle 
necks, etc., for insulators.
